Section 2. The word “owner”, when 
applied 
to the proprietorship of

dog, shall include every person having 
a right of property in such dog, and

or has it in his care, and 
every person who permits such dog to 
remain on or about any premises oc­ 
cupied by him. 
Section 3. 
The term 
of “kennel" 
shall mean any establishment where-j 
in or whereon dogs are kept for the 
Tin pose of breeding, sale, or sporting 
purposes. 
Section 4. 
On or before 
the 15th 
day of January, 
1918, and on or Ih?- 
fore the 15th day of January of each 
year 
thereafter, 
the owner of 
any 
dog six months old or over shall ap­ 
ply to the 
county treasurer, 
either 
I orally or in writing, for a license for 
each such dog owned or kept by him. 
Such application shall state the breed, 


m*x, age, color, and markings of such 
dog, and the name and address of the 
last previous owner; and shall be ac­ 
companied by a fee of not less than 
‘one dollar, nor more than two dollars, 
for each male 
dog and each spayed 
female dog; and by a fee of not less 
than two dollars, nor more than four 
dollars, for each unspayed female dog. 
I The license fee shall 
lie the only li- 
1 cense or tax required for the owner­ 
ship or keeping of said dog or dogs. 
.Section 16. 
The assessors for tax-) 
at ion 
purposes 
in each 
township, 
borough, town, and city of this Com­ 
monwealth shall annually, at tho time 
of assessing 
property as required bv 
law, make diligent 
Inquiry as to tho 
number of dogs owned, bar Int red, or 
kept by any person so assessed. 
The assessor shall annually, on or 
before the 31st of December, make a 
complete 
report, 
on a blank 
form 
furnished by the county commissioner 
to such commissioners, setting forth 
the name of every owner of any dog 
or dogs, how many of each sex are by 
him owned or harbored, ami if a ken­ 
nel is maintained by any person aut h 
fact shall he stated. 
It shall he the 
duty of the assessor, 
at the time of 
making the assessment, to notify the 
owner 
of such dog or dogs that 
he 
must obtain a license for the same as 
provided for in this act, but the neg­ 
lect or failure so to notify such owner 
shall not relieve 
the owner from his 
duly to obtain such licenses. 


Taking bichloride of mercury tab­

Bittner was visiting in the country, 
has no near telephone connections, 
so no direct information from that 
source could be obtained. Mrs. Bittner 
lived near

before her 
marriage, about six months ago. 
The day before she left Baltimore, 
she and her husband had a quarrel, it 
is said, and the following day, Thurs­ 
day, the note addressed to her was 
received. 
Bittner opened it and read 
the following: 
Dearest Helen: I want more 
than ever to see you, dear.
